To the Inhabitants of the Town of Northfield, in the County of 
Merrimack in satd State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said town on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year 
ensuing.. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation for the same. 

3. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges and 
‘Town maintenance. ; 

4. To see if the Town will vote to accept state aid con- 
struction and appropriate money for same. 

5.. To see if the Town will vote to accept state aid 
maintenance and appropriate money for same. 

6. Tosee how much money the Town will vote to raise 
to defray the expense of Memorial Day. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate One Thousand Dollars this year and the same amount 
annually thereafter until this vote is amended or rescinded 
for the maintenance of the Tilton and Northfield District 


Nurse Association, jointly with the Town of Tilton, said 
sum to be paid to the Trustees of said Association before the 
close of each fiscal year. By request. 

8. To see what action the Town will take about laying 
out a highway lrom the Canterbury town line to the resi- 
dence of Thomas E. Moore, starting on the (discontinued ) 
Windfall Road, so called, about one tenth of a mile from 
the old Borough road, so called, near the corner of Frank 
H. Fifield’s new bunglow. By request. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to rescind all votes 
heretofore passed for continuing appropriations for the care 
of the Hall Memorial Library building and the support of 
the Public Library therein, any action under this artlcle 
not to effect the unexpended balance of any appropriation 
heretofore made. By request. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate One Thousand Dollars this year and the same amount 
annually hereafter until this vote is amended or rescinded 
for the care of the Hall Memorial Library building, and the 
support of the Public Library therein, said sum to be paid 
to the Trustees of the building before the close of each fis- 
cal year, and any portion not required for the care of the 
building be paid by said Trustees to the Trustees of the 
Tilton and Northfield Library Association for the support 
of the Public Library in said building, By request. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to raise Four Hundred 
Dollars to fight the pine blister rust. 

12. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
a weekly collection of rubbish and garbage, (excepting 
ashes) by the village Road Agent from the property owners 
residences in the precinct, viz: Bay, Vine, Summer, Granite, 
Elm, Park, Oak, Sargent, Watson, and Cottage streets, 


and Gale, Cofran, Howard and Holmes avenues, and raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not to exceed Four Hun- 
dred Dollars for this purpose. By petition. 

13. Tosee if the Town will vote to accept and adopt the 
reports of the Town officers as printed. 

14. To transact any other business that may come be- 
fore said meeting.

East Northfield 


We are now transporting all the school children living in 
the East Northfield section to the Union school. This ar- 
rangement seemed the most satisfactory solution of the prob- 
lem which was presented. A year ago last fall the parents ot 
some of the seventh and eighth grade pupils of this district 
petitioned the school board to furnish transportation for 
their children to the Union school. The school board did not 
feel justified in doing this, but the parents and children were 
not altogether discouraged and they found ways in getting 
to and from the Union school, some of them walking long 
distances. Late in the spring a conference was held be- 
tween the school board and the parents of all the school 
children in this district to consider the feasibility of closing 
the Rand school and transporting all the children to the 
village. The community was very well represented and the 
sentiment seemed strongly for closing. The school board 
did not reach a decision at that time, but late in the summer 
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decided upon transporting. This arrangement seems to be 
working out satisfactorily to all concerned. Although the 
expense is considerable, as two transportation routes are 
necessary, it is much less than would have been the cost of 
maintaining two schools in this section, which the increase 
in the number of the school children and their distribution 
in the district would have made necessary. 


Improvements 

The new school playground has been properly graded and 
a fence erected on the Park street side. The appearance of 
the playground has been greatly improved, and the whole 
area made usable. The work of grading was done by Carlo 
Bianchi & Company, contractors of the new cement road 
between Tilton and Laconia, who had at hand the equipment 
necessary for the grading. The fence was erected under 
the direction of the Northfield Selectmen and the town of 
Northfield assumed one-half the cost. The cost of grading 
was a little over $3,000.00 and the school board is asking 
for a special appropriation to meet the deficit which this 
necessary expenditure has caused. 


By removing a partition an excellent room has been made 
in the Eastman building for carrying on the work in cooking 
of the seventh and eighth grade girls. The kitchen is well 
equipped and the work is well organized by Miss Louise E. 
Sanborn, the teacher. The girls are enthusiastic and I be- 
lieve this will prove a worthwhile addition to our course. 

The No. Four school has been reshingled and some neces- 
sary work done on the under-pinning of the Sanborn Road 
building. The interior of the No. Four building should be 
repainted this summer and there should be a rearrangement 
of the approach to the toilets. 
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Highlands or Tin Corner 

The warrant calling the annual school meeting contains 
an article which, if favorably acted upon by the meeting, 
would give the school board authority to dispose of the Tin 


Corner building and lot. 


There seems little likelihood of 


this building ever again being used for school purposes.
